Agents,  a  Cemetery  Agent,  and  all  other  necessary 
town  officers  and  agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and 
agents  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  town  officers'  sal- 
aries and  expenses,  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  con- 
struction of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of 
the  town  Library,  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  the  sup- 
port of  the  Town  Poor,  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day  and  Old  Home  Day,  and  for  all  necessary  town 
charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
State  Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  2  road  on  the 
Pettyboro  Road,  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside 
for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $1,308.00,  or  to  accept 


state  Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  5  roads,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the 
sum  of  $593.93. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  for 
the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $100, 
based  on  1/100  of  1%  of  assessed  valuation,  for  the 
town's  share  of  cooperative  participation  in  the  White 
Mountains  Region  Association. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50  for  a  Dental  Clinic  in 
the  schools  of  the  town. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition 
the  state  tax  commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
municipal  accounting  division  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  purpose  of 
cleaning  and  repairing  the  town  hall  auditorium. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue water  trough  abatements. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  auth- 
orize the  Selectmen  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  dis- 
continue the  Winter  Road,  so-called,  across  the  prop- 
erties of  Raymond  L.  Hill  and  Edwin  P.  Chamberlin. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow 
a  discount  of  2%  on  1941  property  taxes  paid  in  full  on 
or  before  July  3rd,  1941. 


Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  dis- 
pense with  the  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April 
first. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  auth- 
orize the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  acquired  through  tax  collector's  deed.

A  comparison  of  figures  shows  that  the  enroll- 
ment for  this  year  is  smaller  than  that  of  1939-1940. 
The  present  indications  are  for  about  the  same  sized 
schools  next  year  as  we  now  have,  but  with  an  even 
smaller  number  of  tuition  pupils. 

The  work  of  the  schools  is  progressing  in  a  sat- 
isfactory manner  with  various  extra  curricula  activ- 
ities carried  on  as  usual.  The  headmaster's  report 
describes  these  in  more  detail. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  a  few  repairs  for  the 
coming  year.  The  roof  needs  some  work,  possibly  new 
shingles ;  and  some  of  the  rooms  need  repainting.  One 
corner  by  the  front  steps  is  broken  and  should  be 
mended.  When  the  piano  was  tuned  this  fall,  it  was 
found  to  be  in  very  bad  condition.  As  good  second- 
hand instruments  may  be  had  for  small  cost,  it  might 
be  advisable  to  buy  one.  More  grading  on  the  drive- 
way would  improve  the  entrance  facilities  to  the 
grounds. 
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In  closing  I  want  to  pay  tribute  to  Mrs.  Chase  who 
finished  her  long  period  of  service  last  June.  The  re- 
ception attended  by  the  large  group  of  her  former 
pupils  was  a  fitting  expression  of  their  affection  for 
her  personally,  and  appreciation  of  her  scholarship  and 
work  as  a  teacher.

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  the  activ- 
ities of  Bath  High  School  in  brief  summary.  A  high- 
ly successful  school  year  half  past  is  our  boast. 

The  attendance  record  for  the  high  school  is  com- 
mendable in  view  of  the  current  wave  of  illness.    The

highest  per  cent  of  attendance  was  97.37,  attained 
during  the  second  four-week  period.  At  no  time  has 
it  fallen  below  91.00. 

The  high  record  of  scholastic  achievement  is 
maintained  by  our  students:  Eight  students,  or  44  per 
cent  of  the  students  enrolled,  were  placed  on  the  honor 
roll  at  the  end  of  the  first  marking  period  and  seven 
students,  or  41  per  cent  of  the  students  enrolled,  at  the 
end  of  the  second  marking  period.  The  honor  roll  con- 
sists of  those  students  who  have  an  average  of  85  or 
better  for  all  subjects  studied  during  the  marking  pe- 
riod. 

During  the  fall  term  the  athletic  program  con- 
sisted of  a  touch-football  tournament  in  which  high 
school  and  grammar  room  boys  participated.  Three 
teams  played  a  series  of  nine  games  and  the  winning 
team  was  designated  by  the  highest  number  of  total 
points  scored.  The  boys  are  enjoying  a  successful  bas- 
ketball season  to  date.  It  is  much  regretted  that  girls' 
basketball  was  given  up,  but  our  enrollment  did  not 
permit  a  girls'  team.  A  blanket  exemption  from  the 
federal  admission  tax  was  secured  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Headmaster's  Association  for  the  athletic  con- 
tests sponsored  by  all  high  schools  in  the  state.  Thus, 
admissions  to  all  basketball  games  are  tax-free. 

Two  students  are  employed  under  the  National 
Youth  Administration  this  year.  The  Student  Council 
functions  smoothly  and  efficiently.  The  single-session 
school  day  is  being  continued  this  year. 

It  is  contemplated  that  the  school  will  publish 
its  yearbook  in  the  spring.  This  activity  is  managed 
by  the  Student  Council.  Also,  certain  members  of  the 
student  body  will  journey  to  Washington,  D.  C,  dur- 
ing the  spring  vacation,  provided  that  the  necessary 
funds  are  available. 

The  new  stairs  leading  to  the  school  building  are 
certainly  appreciated  by  both  students  and  faculty. 
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Though  our  enrollment  be  small,  it  is  possible  for 
us  to  strive  for  the  goals  set  for  us  by  local  and  state 
school  authorities.  Through  the  efforts  of  our  towns- 
people and  school  officials,  we  are  assured  of  attaining 
a  goodly  number  of  these  goals. 

May  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  townspeople 
of  Bath,  fellow  teachers,  school  officials,  and  students 
who  have  so  willingly  contributed  their  support  to  our 
educational  program.

The  above  figures  show  the  number  of  pupils  en- 
rolled to  date.  Due  to  removal  to  other  towns  a  few  pu- 
pils have  withdrawn  so  the  present  enrollment  is  a  lit- 
tle less.  Last  year,  State  Aid  funds  were  cut  down  be- 
cause of  the  small  number  of  pupils.  However,  as  the 
district  appropriation  was  sufficient,  the  board  has 
been  able  to  maintain  the  four  schools.  If  the  tax- 
payers wish  to  raise  enough  extra  to  make  up  for  this 
lack  of  State  money,  the  four  schools  can  be  run  anoth- 
er year.  If  the  appropriation  is  not  sufficient,  your 
board  will  be  obliged  to  close  one  building. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  Pettyboro  build- 
ing has  been  painted,  a  new  fence  built,  and  swings 
erected  in  the  playground.  Swings  have  also  been  put 
up  at  the  Carbee  School.  These  swings  have  been  paid 
for  partly  by  district  funds  and  partly  by  money  raised 
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by  the  pupils.  Due  to  what  seems  to  be  inevitable  con- 
ditions, the  rooms  in  both  the  Swiftwater  and  Petty- 
boro  Schools  are  in  need  of  repainting.  The  current 
has  now  been  brought  so  near  that  we  hope  lights  may 
be  installed  at  Pettyboro  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  very  commendable  that  through  the  efforts 
of  both  the  teacher  and  pupils,  hot  lunches  are  served 
at  the  Carbee  School.  Small  grills  are  so  inexpensive 
that  any  school  supplied  with  electricity  can  be  equip- 
ped for  such  service.
